all the accounts from Spain that a crisis is rapidly 
approaching in (hat country. The Journal de 
Toulouse gives letters w hich contain recitals of the 
murder of many French soldiers, and the private 
letters contain long and apparently authentic de- 
tails of acts of turbulence among the Spanish troops 
which promise to end in a general rising. 

Russia. — A letter from Smyrna of the 18th of A- 
p-ilstates, that “letters from Alexandria announce 
that the Viceroy Mcliamet Ali Pacha is preparing 
a fre«b expedition, to carry prompt succour to the 
Egyptian troops that have disembarked in the Mo- 
rs,; but there is reason to fear it will arrive too 
laic to extricate Ibrahim Pacha from the wretch- 
ed situation hi which he finds himself. The ex- 
pedition is to consist of 17,0110 men and be placed 
under the coiniutwid of Detterdar Bey, son-in-law 
ofMelarnet Ali.” 

The Porte had just freighted DO vessels foi 
the new campaign, at Constantinople — most ofl 
which, it is added, hear the Austrian flag. The 
Triest insurance Company has received advi 
ces from Corfu, announcing' that several Austri- 
an ves-els laden with corn for the Ottoman gar-, 
visnn at Patras, have been captured by the! 
Greeks not far rotn that port. Most anxiously 
do ive hope the whole fifty may share the same; 
fate. 

A let*»r from Constantinople of April 25, says, j 
•‘Ihe arrival here "f the heads ofcthe most influ- 
ential of tbe Albanian Chiefs, has produced aj 
strong sensation, ns it would seem to indicate/ 
that tire Albanians are not to he relied on.” Thei 
Asiatic troops which the Divan wishes to send j 
out to make an attack upon the isles of the Ar-j 
ehipelago, are animated with an extremely hadj 
spirit. The most compu te insubordination pre-j 
vails among them, and it is found' impossible to j 
linng them into a state of discipline. 

The Greek Journal* give very encouraging 
accounts of the state of public instruction in' 
Greece, and the progress of the reboots in irene j 
ral, hut particularly those upon the~Lancasteriun! 
plan. 

A letter from /.ante, states that the Ionian 
Government has just given orders to the Greek 
rebels Zaimas and LnnilOs, who look refuge in 
the Isle of Calamos, to quit the Septinsular states 
within three days.

Richard. afterwards countenanced by Malte Brun;

by Mr. McQueen ina work published a few years; 
ago at Edinburgh, that the waters of the Niger! 
are discharged into the Gulf of Guinea, by thej 
Bights 'of Beilin and Biapa, or one of those chan- 
nels, is said to be fullv established by the testi-j 
mouy of .Messrs. Denham and Clapperton, who 
have lately returned to England. \Ve published 
three or four years ago an analysis of the prin- 
cipal arguments of Mr. McQueen in support of 
his hypothesis, which seemed to leave hut a shad- 
ow of doubt on the question.
